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16 FINDINGS OF FACT

17 Tucson Electric Power Company ("TEP" or "Company") is certificated to provide

18 electric service as a public service corporation in the State of Arizona.

21 Settlement Agreement.

22 3. A utility needs to estimate a customer's usage when it cannot obtain a complete and

23 valid meter read. For example, it may be impossible to obtain a meter read as a result of the

24 customer not providing access to the meter, the meter being broken, or adverse weather conditions.

25 A bill estimation tariff describes the methodologies that the utility uses to estimate the meter read |

26 so that the monthly bill can be calculated. .

27 4. On June 30, 2009, the Commission approved a nearly identical bill estimation tariff

5. Decision No. 70628 (page 49, lines. 8-1 l) and the 2008 Rate Settlement Agreement

(Section 18.1, Item d) attached to Decision No. 70628 as Exhibit A, require TEP to file a Bill

Estimation Tariff that explicitly describes its usage estimation methodologies. TEP's proposed bill

estimation procedures include, but are not limited to, methodologies for estimating energy usage

(kph) and demand usage (kW) under varying historic and customer status conditions. The

**CIS-Generated Consumption Using Trend Methodologies
Customers are grouped by geographic areas to identify changes in average usage levels associated with
geographic locations.
Customers are assigned ro Trend rate classes (i,e. residential, commercial or Industrial) to identify changes in
average usage levels associated with respective rate classes.
All consumption is identified by usage codes (Le. kph, kW or TOU).
Consumption trends are identified by comparing usage from three prior bill cycles to the same cycle in the
previous month. This trend, plus a tolerance, is used to create a usage amount for bill estimation.
The estimated consumption for a customer is defined by TEP as follows:

Tucson Electric Power Company is a public service corporation within the meaning

of Article XV, Section 2, of the Arizona Constitution.

The Commission has jurisdiction over Tucson Electric Power Company and the

subject matter of the Application.

Approva l of  the Tucson Elect r ic  Power  Company proposed Bill  Es t ima t ion

Methodologies tariff does not constitute a rate increase as contemplated by Arizona Revised

Statutes § 40-250.

4. The Commission, having reviewed the Application and Staffs Memorandum dated

July 15, 2009> concludes that it is in the public interest to approve the Tucson Electric Power

Company proposed Bill Estimation Methodologies tariff as discussed herein.
